HE 1lluſtrious Houſe of Auſtria, having the largeſt ex- 
tent of Dominions among the European Princes, I 
have thought fit to begin with that. This Houſe owes 
ics Original to the Eerls of Habsburg; whom a late. 
Writer derives from the Counts of Mount -Aventine, of the ancient 
Perleonian Family ; which was formerly- of. che greateſt Repute 
and Authority of any in Rome ; and had its ſeat on Mount Aven- 
tine. Albertus Dives Anicizs Perleonims; a perſon Deſcended of 
the ſaid Family, was driven out of Rome, An. 1144. by the' Ar- 
naldiftick Hereticks, together wich his Brother Rudolph, in de- 
fence of the Roman See.  Whereupon he travelled into Switzer- 
land, and there married the Daughter of-Wernerw, laſt Earl of 
 Habsburg, of the Anician Perleonian Race. | 
- This Albertus Dives Anicizs. was Great Grandfather to Rudolph 
the fourth Earl of Habsburg, the firſt German Emperour of the 
Anician Perleonian Family. NY.) | 
This Rudolph the firſt, was the Common Father of the Au- 
ffrian Family, born May 1. 1218. He was ele&ted Emperour 
An. 12,73. by the unanimous con(ent of. the Princes of the Em- 
pire, and crowned the ſame -year at Aix Ia Chapelle, and at a 
Diet held at Awburg An. 1282. he had 4uſtria ſertled on his eldeſt 
Son Albert (who was firſt Duke of Auſtria) and Schwaben on Ru-- 
dolpb, his youngeſt Son, - Philip the foſts deſcended from Albert;

| wasborn As. 1478. and As. 1495. he married the Princeſs Fohan- 
ns, eldeſt Daughter and Heireſs to his Catholick Majefty, Fer- 
dinand of Syain; in whoſe right, he immediately became potffeft

He had for his Sons Charles the fifth, and Ferdinand the firſt ; 

betwixt which ewo Princes, there-was a diviſion made of the Pro- 
vinces, when the Houſe of Azftris became likewiſe divided into 
the Spaniſh and German Lines. |

* L. HE Author of the Spaniſh Line was Charles the fifth, born. 
at Ghent , in Flanders, An. 1500. At foutteen years of 
Age he had the Government of the-Netherlands given. him. Act 
fixteen he was Crowned King of Spainy, Art ninetecn ele&ed 
Emperour, and Crowned the year following at Aix la Chappele.

The Title of the Moſf#. Catholick King, was given by Pope 

-, Alexander the Sixth to Ferdinand-the Fifth, and his Succeſlo:s, 
for having rooted out of Spain the Moors and Sarracens, 

You may alſo note that the eldeſt Sons of the Kings of Spain 
are called Princes of the Aſturias; as thoſe of the German Em- 
perors, Arch Dukes of Auſtria, Thoſe of the Kings of Eygland, 
Princes of Wales, Thoſe of the Kings of Portugal, Princes of Al. - 
garves. Thoſe of the Dukes of Sawoy, Princes of Piemont, 8c. 
The King of Spain's 'Livery 1s of a Telow colour. His Majeſty 
Profeſles the Roman Religion, and uſesthe Spaniſh Language. 

HI. Madrid, ſituate-in New Caſtile, having been the place of 
Refidence of the Kings of Spain, fince the time of Phily the 
Second, 1s become, from a Village, to be the moſt populous 
Town of all Spain. The Houſes are buile of Brick, and the 

reateſt part four- Stories high, all having Iron Balcones.. All 
he upper Rooms in the Town belong to the King, who is al- 
lowed for them: There are in it ſeveral Publick Edifices.very-beauti- 
ful; among others the famous ' Square for the Bull Feaſt. This 
Town is about the bigneſs of: Briſtol, and 15 kept very naſtily, 
the filth and excrements lying 1n the Streets; tho of this account 
exculable'; becauſe the Inhabitants who drink Well Water there, 
are fearful to fink neceſiary Conveniencies, leſt the Waters ſhould 
be tainted thereby. - | | 

About ſeven Miles North from Madrid. is ſeated the Eſcurial, 
or Monaſtery of S. Lawrence, built by King Philip the Second. 
Its a Structure fo ſplendid , magnificent... and ſumptuous, that 
ſome-think no Building in times paſt,1.or at- preſent comparable 
to it... The front towards the Weſt 1s adorned with three ſtately 
Gates, the middlemoſt whereof leads into a. moſt magnificent 
Temple; and a Monaſtery, 1n- which are one. hundred and fifty 

Monks of the Order of S. Hierom, and a College. That on the right 
"Hand. opens 4nto- divers Offices, ' belonging tothe Monaſtery. Thar 
on the left; into Schools and Out-houſes belonging to. the Col 
lege. At the four Corners there are four Twrrets of excellent 
Workmanſhip, and for hight Majeſtical. Towards the North 1s 
the Kings Palace. On the South parts divers beautiful and ſum- 
-ptuous Galleries, and on the Eaſt part ſundry Walks and Gardens, 
yy pleaſing and delightful. It contains in -all thirty Iv 
| Ourts 
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Court and Cloiſters, Eleven thouſand Windows, Eight hundred 
Pillars/'and- is. indeed a-moſt noble Structure. - There are 1n it 
Seven Communities, ſeven Priors, and a Grand Prior. The' 
Revenue is aboyg(Thirty thouſand Crowns per annum; and there 
is a Library-in-1t,- containing above Eighteen thouſand Books, 
and amongthem a great many Arabick Manuſcripts. 

Toledo is the Capital City of New Caſtile, berng ſituate near.the 

midſt-of Spain, on the River Tegus. Its about Four Miles in 
compals, and 1s well fortified and beautified with a good number of 
ſtately Edifices; and by reaſon of its ſituation in the midſt of Spain, 
its well inhabited both by Nobility, Merchants and Scholars, be- 
fide ſuch Soldiets and their Officers who are continually garrifon'd 
in it. Its alſo honored with the See of an Archbifhop, who is the 
Metropolitan, of Spain, and- Preſident for the moſt part, of the 
Inquiſition, having a Revenue of Three hundced thouſand Crowns 
per. amwm, and Seventeen. other Towns under his Juriſdi&ion, 
both 1a. Spirituals and Tewporals. - 
- Granada is the Capital City of the Kingdom call'd by that 
name, whoſe whole Circuit 15 ſaid to be Seven Miles; it having 
gontarin'd inthe time.of. the Moors Two hundred thouſand Souls, 
and -where the Houſes of the beſt ſort are, for the moſt part, 
baile of Free-ſtone, with delicate and. artificial Maſonry, ſhew- 
ing their Magnihcence. 

Sevil, the Capital City of Andaluſia, in the. Kingdom of Cor- 
dabs; is look'd pon by {ome to be the. faireſt City of all Spain. 
Ir is in compaſs {1x Miles, divided into two parts. by the River Bz- 
745, on which its ſeated; but joined together by a ſtrong and beau- 
tiful Bridge ;- the-whole environed with beautiful Walls, and a- 
_ dorned: with many, magnificent and ſtately Buildings; as Palaces, 
Churchesand Monaſteries. Ithas a flouriſhing Univerlity,adorned 
with a-goodly Library, furniſhed by Diego, the Son of Chriſtopher Co- 
lumbws the firſt Founder of it, with Twelve thouſand Volumes in 
ſeveral Languages, gathered together with extraordinary Care and 
Charge, and;endowed witha fair Revenue, for the Maintenance 
and Enlargement of it. - Its. alſo a Town particularly famous for 
-Trafhick,here being the publick Emporeum of Spain for Wines, Oils, 
and Commodities brought from the. Indies, and other Foreign 
Parts. So much.concermng the Towns of greateſt Note in Spain.

the King of Spain has two conſiderable Towns in America. in 
the Southern Diviſion of it, Lima was of later years the chiet 
Town (but fince rumed by an Earthquake) tho formerly Cx/co was 
che chief Town, this being the ancient Seat-Royal of the Ingar, 
or Peruvian Emperors, ( the word Inge fignufying an Emperor, as 
Capa Inga, by winch name they ſometimes called them, the orily 
Emperor ) who, the more to beautifte this City, commanded 
every one of the Nobility to build here a- Palace for their conti- 
| nual Abode. The Emperor's Palace, now defaced, was cated 
on a lofty Mountain, and built of ſuch huge and maſly Stones, 
that the Spaniards thought it rather to have been the Work of 
Devils than of Men The ſpacious Marker-place-there has been 
always eſteemed as the greateſt and 'moſt regular found in any 
Town of 4merics :- its. Figure is ſquare, andat its Angles, it gives - 
3n opening to four:great Roads, tending in a ſtreight Line towards 
the four-principal parts of the World, andto the moſt conſiderable. 
Provinces of- the Empire of Pers, made by. the. Inga: of a vaſt - 
 Tength and breadth with a moſt incredible Charge and Pains for 
the uſe of their Subjects. To ſay a little of the Riſe of the Pe- - 
ruvien Monarchs, Heylin tells us, that the Perwwians were gene- 
rally governed by the Chief of. their Tribes,- as. in all Countries 
elſe, where neither the Arms of a nr nor the Ambition of--. 
ſome. few-of the Natryes had diminiſhed any thing of thoſe na--- 
eural Rights; nor ſubje& to any one Supreme, -till theſe. later 
times, t © gas of Perx.growing into their Greatneſs but a lutle 
before their Fall. Theic Territory at firſt was not above Five ar -

uſe ; particularly that the whole Earth had'been deſtroyed by a De- 
laze, except only ſeven perſons, who had hid themſelves in a Caye, 
called Paticambo, where having liv'd in ſafety till the Fury of the. 
Waters had been afſwaged; they came abroad atlaſt, and repeopled__ 
- the Country. That Viracochs the: Creator, and great God of Na- 
ture, had appear'd to one of then, and taught him how, and with 
what Rites hz would be worſhipped ; which Rites were afterwards 
received overall Peru; and finally, that the ſame Viracocha had 
appeared lately to the Chief of their Family, affuring him, thac 
he would aid him with invihble Forces againſt all their Enemies. 
This ſoon gained Beliet among thoſe Barbgrians, and drew many 
to take part with the Inge, whereby they. became victorious, 
Fhis 15 ſuppoſed to have happened Four hundred years before 
the Spaniards put anend to this flouriſhing Kingdom, an. 1533, 
within which time they had brought all che Country, which we 
now .call Peru, and many of the adjacent 'Provinces,. under 
their Dominion. . The Ingas were much reverenced by their. Sub- 
je&s, and fo faithfully. ſerved, that never any of their Subjects 
were- found guilty of Treaſon: nor wanted they . good Arts 
whereby to indear their Subjects, te.keep them out of leiſure to 
foment new FaQions. The way of-Indearment was. by the; fair 
and ſatisfactory Diſtribution of the Spoils gotten in the Wars, 
whether Lands or Goods; all which toy divided into three parts, 
allotting the firſt unto the Service of the Gods; the fecond for 
the maintenance of the King, -his Court,” and Nobles;- the third 
to the relief of the common _— When there was no Cauſe 
of Wars, they kept the People buſted in Works of Magnificence, 
as building of Palaces in every one of- the-conquered Provinces, 
which ſerved not only as Forts to allure the Conqueſt, but were 
employed as Store-Houſes to lay up Proviſions co be diftributed 
among the People in times of Dearth. Bur that which was the 
Work of greateſt Trouble, and chiefeſt Ule, was the Croſs-ways 
that they made all over the Country, the one upon the Moan- 
tains, the other on the Plains, extending Five hundred Leagues 
in length; a Work to be preferred before any of Rome and 
- Eg9pr: for they were forced. to raiſe the Ground in many places 
to the-height of the Mountains, and to lay the Mountains level 
with the  flatreſt Plains, to cut through! ſome Rocks, and 
 underprop others that were ruinous, to makeeven ſuch Ways as 
werg uncalie, and ſupport the Precipices, and in the Plains to 
| | vanquiſh . 
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 vanquiſh ſomany Difficulties, as the. uncertain Foundation of a 
ſandy Country muſt needs carry. with it. And for the Nobility, 
the Imgs did not only command them to reſide in Cuſco, to be af- 
ſured of their _ perſons, but cauſed them to have their Children 
brought up there, that they might ſerve as Hoſtages for their Fa» 
thers Loyalty. They ordered alſo that all ſuch as repaired to 
Cuſco, the Imperial City, ſhould be attired according to their own 
Country Faſhion, ſo to prevent thoſe Leagues and Affociations, 
which otherwiſe , without any Notice, or Obſervation, might 
be made amongſt them 3 and many ſuch” politick Inſtitutions 
were by them devisd, 

As for the Names of the Ingas of Peru, Mango Capac deicended 
of the chief of the firſt ſeven Families, was the farſt who la1d the 
Foundation of this puifſant Monarchy. The Fourteenth Ings of 
this Race was Atabaliba, who was vanquiſhed and taken Priſoner 
by Franciſco Pizarro, the Spaniſh Commander at Caxemalce, in the 
Country of Lima; where, cho he gave him for a Ranſom of his 
Life and Liberty, an Houſe piled up on all fdes with Gold and 
Silver, valued ( as ſome ſay ) atten Milhons of Crowns, yet they 
{lew him atlaſt ; in whoſe place Pizarro ſubſtituted his ſecond 
Brother , called Mango-Capac the Second', who /was the Fif- 
teenth Inga, and who, after many Vicifficudes of Fortune, 
was at laſt {lain in the City of Cuſco, and fo the Kingdom of the - 
Ingss began and ended in a Prince of the fame Name, as it hs 
happenedto many Eſtates. | 

Armorial Enfigas, for the Diſtin&ion of Perſons, heing a thing 
of common notion, among . Mankind, have beety faund, in 
ſame fort, from all Antiquity in all Nations, more or leſs; 
and the Gentilitial Arms of the Ingas of Pers, on their firſt Dif: 
covery, were found to be, a Field Argent, charged with a Raiabow 
proper, betwixt tw@ Snakes-exrended, alſo proper. | 

As to the Forces and Revenues of thele Ingas, doubtleſsthey 
were excecding great ; far tho ( as Heylin ſays we find no-par- 
ticular Muſters, which they made of their Men, nor what great 
- Armies they drew with them into the Field, yet by their great 
Succeſles, and many Victories, we may conclude chem to , Hye 
been Maſters of great Bands of Men, and skilful in the Arts of

Its in compaſs 11x Miles, and contains 
ſix thouſand Houſes of the Spaniards, and fixty thouſand of Is- 
dians, The Inhabitants are fo very rich, that generally the 
Merchants, Tradeſmen, and Artificers go in greater State; and 
more ſplendid! Equipage, than any People elſwhere of the like 
condition. The Inhabitants of that Country were governed by 
the Chief of their Tribes till the year 13:2, that Acamapitzlt 
was.ele&ted the firſt King; who with his Succeſſors encroach'd 
upon, their Neighbours, till the year 1502, when Montezums, 
the Second came-to:be their tenth King, who, who in the 
Eighteenth Year of his Reign was ſubdued by Cortez, and the 
City was taken, facked and - burnt by the Spaniards, affiſted by. 
many Confederates of-that Country, Auguſt 13: 1521, itbeing 
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in the time of the Emperor Charles the Fifth.

The Revenues of the-Kings of Mexico are thought to have 
been almoſt infinite, raiſed out of all Commodities, and paid in 
kind, whether natural or artificial only; che King participating 
of che Fruits of all Mens Labours, and ſharing with them in their 
Wealth, ſome paying in Cups full of Powder of Gold, of ewo 
handfuls apiece, ſome Diamonds and Beads of Gold; Plates of 
Gold of three quarters of a yard long, and four Fingers broad, 
Turquois Stones, Golden Targets, rich Feathers, Pi&tures, &c- 
not to mention things. of inferior Value; all which in ſuch a 
wealchy and large Eſtate, muſt needs afford him a Revenue e- 
qual co the greateſt Monarchs. _ | 

IV. The Revenues of the King of Spain, which ordinarily 
ariſe out of his Eſtates, are computed to be nine millions of 
Crowns yearly, viz. four from his Dominions in Ih, three 
from the Weft- Indies, and two from his Kingdoms of Spain. He

Its obſer- 
vable that the Kingdom of Span, according to the leaſt Compu-- 
tation, is' {aid to be five hundred miles in compaſs more- than 
France, and nevertheleſs France 1s eſteem'd to contain near 
double the number of Inhabitants ; which has been occafion'd by 
the Extirpation of the Fews and Moors, and by ſending out yearly 
{o. many of their SubjeRs to Foreign Plantations, &c. they ating 
herein contrary. to.the - Romans, who finding nothing more ne- 
ceſlary for great and important Enterprizes than multicudes of 
Men, employed all thgir Studies to increaſe their Numbers, by

Buds is nobly Ratsd, on-the Banks of the greateſt River of 
Europe, where it runs in one entire Stream, the City rifing up by: - 
degrees to the top of Hills, affording from moſt Streets of the

the Danube, as far as a Mans Eye can reach, which, wich the 
view of Peſfte, and the long, Bridge of Boats, and the beautiful _ 
fruitful Country about it, makes it extreamly delightful, and was 
the Royal Seat of. the Hungarian Kings and Queens, till Solyman 
the Magnificent entred it, Aug. 3. 154!. The natural Barks of

' Houſes, yet are they very ſumptuous in their publick Buildings, as 

| their Chars, OT Caravanſaras, Moſches, Brid es and Baths declare. 
In Buds there are eight Baths; that called of the green Pillars, 
tho now they are red, is uypregnated with a petrifying Juice, 
«which diſcerns itſelf on the fides of the Bath, upon the Spouts 
and other places, and makes a grey Stone. The exhalation of 
the Bath, reverberated -by the Cupula, by the Irons extended

Fuſtiniar, 
who had beſtowed ſeventeen years in. finiſhing it, entred ir-firft 
with the Patriarch Euthymins, he gave God thanks; that by his 
afliſtance he had compleated fo admirable a Work, and ſaid: Yict _ 
te Solome. And ora Pedeftal in the midſt of the Imperial Foun- 
tain, before the Church, he cauſed to. be placed the Sratue of So-

$00 But however this Temple is adorned, its but a Trifle, 
if compared 1m bigneſs with the ancient Temple at Hieruſalemn.

Turkiſh Empire being 'of fo vaſt an extent in three 
parts of the World, viz. Africa, Afia, and the better part of Ex- 
rope, muſt of neceflity yield an immenſe Treaſure: 'a certain 
Author ſays he has under him ſeventy Kingdoms, and three Em- 
pires- The Revenues conſiſt chiefly in Tributes raiſed on the 
People, and in Cuſtoms, and theſe are paid for the moſt partin 
Silver, As for the Gold which is raiſed, it proceeds from four 
Sources, whereof two are foreign, and two of the Country. 
One of the firſt is the Trade of the Engliſh, French, Dutch, Ita- 
lians, Moſcovites, and Polanders, who bring !Ducats from their 
Countries. The other 1s their annual Tribute of the Cham of 
the Leſſer Tartary, the Princes of Tranſylvania, Moldawis, V ala- 
chia, the Republick of Ragaſa, and a part of Mingrelia and of 
Ruſſia ought to pay the Grand Seignior in Gold, which amountsto 
confiderable Sums. One of the two. Sources of the Country is 
the Spoils of the Bacbs's, all their Monies, which for the moſt 
part is Gold, coming to the Grand Seignior at their.

Beſide this yearly Income, the Turk has a 
ſecret Treaſure, conliſting of ſuch ſtores of Gold, as :have been 
Jaid up by the Ortoman Princes and 1n this private Treaſury when 
Ibrahim, this Emperor's came to the Crown, there 
were four thouſand Bags of Gold, each containing 15900 Ducats, 
of Gold, or thirty thouſand Crowns, which Summ makes three 
hundred and ſixty millions of Livres. | : 
Some have affirm'd the Grand Seignior to be Proprietor of all 

the Lands under his Dominions, and that Fathers do not leave the 
Succeſſion to their Children, which is a great miſtake; for the 
right of inheriting according to the degrees of Blood is not only 
granted the Turks, but likewiſe to the Greeks, they paying the 
Grand Seignior only about three per Cent. at eachchange of Heir.

Cha Soliman, , the preſent King of Perſia, at his coming to the 
Crown called Cha Sophi z .he came to be King, aw; 1665, his 
Father great Che. Aba then dying, himſelf at that time being 
thirty five years'of Age.

It hagpanes ſome time after his being crowned, that he grew 
indiſpoſed in his Health, and his Phyſician had tried ſeveral me- 
thods on him without ſucceſs ; whereupon -the King's Mather 
owing impatient, fell ſeverely on the Phyſician, and charged 
im for being either Fool or Fraitor, that. he did not cure the 
King. The Door finding himſelf ſo hardly put to it, had no 
way to ſhift himſelf but by. charging the Faulc on the Stars and 
the Aſtrologers ; and told her, if the ng languiſhed, and could 
not.recover a perfect health, br -Þf .not from any Failare 
in him, or his Medicines, but for that the Aſtrologers had not 
taken the Aſpe& of a fortunate Conſtellation at the time of 
- lis Coronation. The Phyſician was back'd by all his Friends at 
Court, and particularly by . one of the King's Aſtrologers, who 
had a ſecret hatred againſt the Prince of the Aftrologers, who 
bad been appointed to obſerve the favourable hour for the King's 
Coronation; and the former made out the miſtake erologicaly | 
to the Grandees of the Court ; ſo that the King and Queen Mo- 
ther were polleſſed of the truth of what the Phyſician had aver- 
red. The chiet Aſtrologer ſeeing how things went, was forced, 
for fear of drawing on him ſomewhat worſe, not only to forbear 
contradiction, but withal to applaud what was ſaid; and upon 
this ſecond Inauguration, the King changed his name, as is ſaid 
before, which was judged unfortunate to the State; and he began

The Jaft 
of them was Tzainmtzon, who being 11] Neighbour'd by the Secy- 
thians (not yet call'd Tartars) 1s faid to have built that vaſt Yel, 
extended four hundred Leagues in length, parting Tartary from 
China, having at the end of every League a ſtrong Rampart, or 
Bulwark, continually Garrizon'd; and well furniſh'd with all war- 
hke'Neceſſaries.. This Wal in reality is only a continuation made 
ood of a Chain. of Mountains, dividing the two Countries ; 
there being a Work of the like Nature, tho not for the fame 
uſe, in the Kingdom of Peru in America; of which 1 have gwen 
an account before. Now this King Tz#intzor being {lain by ſome 
of his Subjeas, whofound themſelves burthen'd and waſted with 
this Work; the'Race of theſe Kings ended ; and then ſeveral 
Princes of Chineſe Families held the Government one after ano- 
ther, and afterwards ſeveral Tartar Princes ; Chins being Con- 
uer'd by the Tartars, and made a Province by them, till about- 
e year 1269; when a Chineſe, nam'd Hugh, a mean- Perſon, 
but of great Courage, rais'd to himlelf a ſtrong Party, and drove 
the Tartars out of all, and was Crown'd Emperour of China + 
taking to himſelf the name of Huge (by ſome Writers com- 
monly. cat?d Hombsu) that 15 a famous Warrior, and gave to his 
Children-and their Poſterity the name of the Taingian. Family, 
from whom the laſt King of China, call'd Zunchins was deſcended, 
and under whom China was again Conquer'd by the Tarrars, and:

I, T* Chronicles of China tell us of three hundred and 
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To give an account of the riſe of the Tartars, it was as fol- 
lows. Eaft Tartary contains many Regions, Govern'd formetly 
by diſtin& Governours;z and among thoſe Regions, there were 
A of chiefeſt Note ; whereof one was nam'd Tartar, givin 
name to the Tartars, which was divided among five Tribes, ea 
Govern'd by its Chief, as its commonly among barbarous Na- 
tions, tho all of them were ſubordinate to an higher Power, be- 
ing oppreſt by a King of Tenduc, another of the fix chief 
Regions,ſo call'd, But at length one Cimgi, a Chief of one of the 
ſaid five Tribes, firſt with the force of his own Tribe, ſubdued 
the other four Tribes, and afterward the King of Tenduc him- 
ſelf : and then took on him the Title of Cham, or Emperour, 
about the year 1162. And this was the firſt ſtep by which this 
baſe and arly Nation, began their Empire and Sovereignty ; 
whereas before they liv'd like Beaſts, having neither Letters, 
Faith, nor dwelling but in Tents, nor any thing befitting Men. 
Some write that Cmpis before he joyn'd Battle with the King of 
Tenduc conſulted wich his Diviners and Aſtrologers of the Succeſs, 
who taking a green Reed, cleft it aſunder, and on one piece writ 
_ the nameof Cingis, and on the other 'the name of the King of 
Tenduc, and plac'd them not far aſunder, and then fell to read- 
ing their Charms and Conjurations ; whereupon the Reeds fell 
a fighting, in the ſight of the whole Army, the Reed of Cings 
overcoming the other, whereby they foretold wk wes News 
of ViRtory to the Tarters; which accordinly hapned. But whe- 
ther this ſeems not a Story contriv'd in imitatidn of the Red of 
Meſes, and thoſe of Pharas's Magicians, I leave it to Confidera- 
tion. From the foreſaid Cings, the preſent Cham, or Emperour 
of Grand Tartary and China 1s deſcended. The moſt famous of - 
all the Chams of Tartary was the Great.7amerlane, who Reign'd 

- - abont the year 1379. he being thought co have ſabdued more 
Provinces in his life time than the Romans had done in eight 
hundred years. Dving he divided his Empire among his Chil 
dren, viz. Perſia to Mizra Charock, his fourth Son, Zagathy to 
another, Oc. 


The account of the preſent Emperour of the Afiatick Tartars 
and of China ſtands thus. An. 1644. a Chineſe call'd Lycungwe re- 
yolted againſt the Emperour of Chis call'd Zunchias, defeated 

his Generals and ſurpriz'd the Town of ' Peking. The 
our for fear of falling into the Hands of the Rebels, ran 


into _ 
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| intothe Garden of his Palace, and ſeeing himſelf purſued, hung 
himſelf to a Tree. Some time before, he had ſent a conſider- 
able Army againſt the Tartars, who had made ſome. Incurſtons 
into China : Uſangee, who commanded it, hearing all what had 
paſt, ſent to delire the Tartars to joyn with him, and to march 
together againſt the Rebels. Zungrems the King of the Tartars 
—accepted the propolition, and came to him with eighty thouſand 
Horſe , which were followed by above two hundred thouſand 
Foot. As ſoon as the Tartars ſaw themſelves the ſtronger, they 
made Uſangus and his Troops to ſhave themſelves hke the Tar- 
tars, and went ſtraight to Peking, which Lycungas had forſaken, af- 
ter having pillag'd it of all the Treaſures of the Emperours of 
China. Zungtems the King of the Tartars died on the way, and 
lefe bat one Son, fix years of Age. The Tartars own'd: him 
for their Emperour, and after having Crown'd him ſecond Em- 
perour of China by the name of Zunchiws,, they purſued theic 
_ Enterprize under the Condut of Amavangus, his Uncle and 
Tutor ; and in ſeven years they perfe&ed the Conqueſt of almoſt 
the whole Empire, and defeated many Princes of the Royal. 
Houſe ; who had been Crown'd in different Provinces, This Em- 
perour Zunchius died Feb. 6. 1661. and had for Succeſſor his Son, 
only eight years of Age. He ordered dying that his Mether and. 
Grandmother ſhould have the care of his Education till he were 
Major ; and that the State ſhould be Goveri'd by four Manda- 
rins, or great Lords of the Tartars, He was call'd then Hei, but 
ſince he has aſcended the Throne, he has caus'd himſelf to be 
call'd Tunchi, He Reigned peaceably till the beginning of the 
year 1574, that the foremention'd Uſangws, ſeeing the Deſola- 
tion of his Country, and being ia ſome pt as being Viceroy 
of Quanfi, now let his Hair grow like the Chineſes, and endea- 
| your'd to ſhake off the Tartar Yoke, making himſelf Maſter in 
a little time of four great Provinces, on the weſtern part of _ 
Chizs, and drawing to his fide the Viceroys of Foquien and Can- 
ton, who commanded on the Eaſt and South. Bur theſe three 
could not long agree, ſo that the two laſt ſubmitted chemſelyes 
again to the Tartars ; and Uſangws now ſtands only on a defen- 
five War, being Maſter of the Provinces of Quanfs and Hu- 
quan, yours the Chineſe: keep ſtill ſome remainder of cheir farſt 
Grandeur.

HI. Manefſos Mallet; in his late deſcription of the Univerſe, 
ſays that the little knowledge Men have had of the Eaſtern part 
of Tartary, which is on the North of China, has occaſion'd the 
Errour of many perſons, who have taken Chambalu and Peking - 
for twodifferent Towns : the greateſt partof Geographers havin 
made Chambalu the- Capital City of Cathai, . which they veliev'd 
to be one of the chief Countries of Tartary ; but fince we have 
ſeen the relation of the Voyage of the Dutch to China, and that 
of Father . Kircher, it has no longer been doubted, but that 
Cathai was the northern part of China, and that the Town of 
Peking was that which the Saracens, and Moſcovites call Cham- 
bale, that is, the Court or City of the King, the name of Peking 
fignifying the. ſame in the Chineſe Language, This City'1s ſaid - 
to be of -a vaſt extent, but we have not any account thereof to 
rely on, but"its generally agreed that the Houſes, for the moſt 
part, are but of one Story ; and the Sreets being not pav'd, fo 
troublefom a duſt is rais'd by the Wind in the Summer, that it 
forces thoſe who have not Portative Chairs, to cover their Faces 
with a Linnen Cloth, reaching totheir Girdles, thro which they 
may ſeg without being ſeen ; and the Dirt makes the. Streets. al- 
togethgr as offenſive 1n the Winter. In this City, as they ſay, 
the&Fiig has a Pallace of great Magmificence and Curioſity.

Nanking is the next chief City of China, and not inferiour to 
the former, only in the number of Inhabitants, which, by rea- 
ſon of the Kings Reſidence at Peking, is there greater. The 
Houſes of the chief Merchants are very well built, and of ma- 
ny Stories. 'They compute in it a Milliow of Inhabitants, with- 
out compriſing a Garriſon of forty thouſand Men, kept there by 
the Tartars, under the Command of the Lieutenant General, of 
the Southern Provinces, who reſides there.

nely -wrought, and the Doors of the private Chambers 
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- ars of inlaid Work: "This College coſt the Founder three hun” 
_ _ dred and eighty thouſand Crowns. There are about one_hun” 
dred bot Baths, well built, with four Halls to each, and certain 
Galleries without, where they put off their Cloaths when they 
go to bath themſelves. 

IV. As for his Revenues, he ts abſolute Lord of the whole E- 
ſtate, and of his Subje&s Goods and Bodies, He has the Tenth, 
and Firſt Fruits of all Fruits, Corn and Cattle, tho many umes 
contented in the Name of the Firſt Fruits, with one in twenty. 
He receives the fitth part of 'a Dncat, for every Acre of Land 
throughout -his Dominjons, the other four parts for every Fire, 
and as much for every Head, above fifteen years of Age.
